WHEREAI, by an act of the Congress 


ol the United Stales ofllie twenty-fourth 
of May, one thousand eight hunJred 
and twenty-eight, entitled "An Act in 
addition to an act, entitled "An Act con- 
cerning discriminating duties oflonnage 
and impost," and to equalize (he duties 
on Prussian vessels and their cargoes," 
il li provided lhat upon satisfactory evi- 
dence being given lo ihe President of 
the United Slates, by the government 
of any foreign nation, lhat no discrimi- 
nating duties of tonnage or impost are
